The Wniikegan, Rockford & Elgin 
Tractiou conipuny will bo completed 
inside of two^montliH la the aunoUDce- 
meut uow given out by promotere of 
the road. ' The work of laying rails 
atarted last Thuradaj afternoon uud 
Attorney OrviB of Waukegau one of 
the main proinotera, drove the first 
jspike. 

This ceremony took place at Pala- 
tine and was greeted by a loud cheer 
from huudreda of people who had 
gathered. Farniera living in the west- 
ern part of the county are of the opin- 
ion that it opens a new era for them. 
The road for the time being will 
extend between ;Palntiue and Wau- 
conda, a distance of thirteen miles. 
The ground has all been graded, the 
rails and ties are on the ground and 
everything is in readiness to carry on 
the work with all possible speed. 

A large force of men will bo placed 
at \vork in a few days and it is the 
belief of the promoters that the rails 
4ill will be laid and cars will be run- 
ning over the Hue inside of two 
months. 

The fact that the work has pro- 
gressed to this point ia considered 
positive proof that the promoters in- 
tend to complete the road just as 
fast as possible. The failure to get a 
franchise into Waukegan will cause 
couaiderablo delay in laying the line 
to that city but'it is expected that 
just as soon us it is seen that the pro- 
moters really intend to carry on the 
project thrtt.thucity will be ready and 
anxious to grant the franchise. At 

the time the fruuchise was sought the 
principal objection seemed to be that 
the road wished to haul freight ears 
over its line and this was opposed by 
property ownerson the streets through 
which it was proposed to run the line. 
For some time the work of grading 
etc., ban been carried on and every- 
thing is ready to rush the Palatine- 
Waiiconda branch. From these towns 
the road will lie extended as fast as 
possible it is cluiincd.

DOG'S EYE GR.aFTED ON MAN'S 

American Oculist Restores 'Lost Sight 
by Performing Wonderful Op- 
eration. 

That a persan totally blind (rem 
ophthalmia, even from birth, can be 
made to see by having a portion ot a 
dog'B eye grafted on hiB own was the 
•tartllng communication made by Doc- 
tor Borach, an American ocullal at 
present In Paris, In a paper read be- 
fore the meeting of the French Oph- 
.thalmla aoclety a few daya ago. 

Doctor Borsch explained that aa a 
result of blindness from ophtholmla, 
■ta also from somo other causos. the 
cornea, which Is the tranaparent mem- 
brane In front of the eye. becomes 
opaque and In such a case the oftly 
ehance of restoring sight la to replace 
the defective cornea by a healthy one. 
To perform thls^ feat, Dr. Borsch 
first operates on a 'dog and lays back 
from Its eye the conjunctlyen or akin 
of tie eyeball surrounding the cornea. 
He removes a portion of the lattci 
and places It aside In blood aerum. 
He then performs the same operation 
on the patient's eye, removing part ol 
tho front of^tho eye of the same size 
as the cornea, taken from the animal. 
The dog'a cornea Is now placed In 
position on the human eye and se- 
cured with stitches of the finest pos- 
sible sIIU. the surrounding skin, which 
had been laid back, being brought Into 
place over the edge ot the cornea and 
also sewn. 

The new graft nnUe& with Uie eye 
in a few days, aided by a temporary 
glass cover to keep It in shape and 
injections of serum to stlmulato vlUl- 
Ity.

With tho finding of the body of the 
late Mrs, F. L. Murray of Waukegan 
ou the breakwater at the foot of Ohio 
street* near Durkee street, in Keno 
sho, Wis,, this Wednesday, one of the 
most perplexing disuppeanuico mya- 
teriea Waukegan ever hiid came to a 
suddefit possible ending, the forced 
coucluBion that the late woman of 
prominence had cast herself into the 
lake deliherately. 

Circiunatances lead to the belief 
that she either cast herself into the 
lake from one of the piers of Wnuke- 
ffiiu harbor and theu was carried to a 
point south of Kenosha harbor, or. 
this theory failing, that she wander- 
ed from the west side electric road at 
State Lino station eastward to the 
lake and there ended nil, the waves 
taking the body to Kenosha. 

Mrs. Murray disapi)eared Friday 
evening. Siia hiid been conversing 
with meinlxTS of her family and 
seemed to be quite cheerful. After a 
little while slie rose and passed 
through n door, supposedly into the 
next room. No one thought anything 
about it until nn hour later. Then, 
when she did not appetira search was 
instituted and it)vas found that she 
had disuppeared. 

A little later in the evening the 
matter was turned over to the Wauke- 
gau police and a diligent seiirch was 
instituted. 

Edward Cliester a Kenosha boy, 
who lives within twenty feet of where 
the body was found, made the dis- 
covery between 11 and 11:10. 

The boy sighted tho burden ot the 

waves us it came in. It was caught 
in the tinilwr work of the pier, which 
juts out forty about feet into the lake, 
and there held, so that it was easily 
recovered. 

The coroner; the Kenosha police, 
were notified of the fiud» and tho 
body was removed from the water 
and taken totheMiachlerandStrattdu 
imdertakiug rooms, pending tho in- 
quest, after which it was removed to 
Waukegan. - 

Just ns soon as the party which re- 
moved tho body from thowaterreach- 
ed tho lake front at Kenoshu, tho cor- 
oner's ollicers, reporters and police 
officers iudenificd tho body as that of 
Mrs. Murray, and with great prompt- 
ness the news was transmitted to 
Wnukegan,^that thoterriblo suspense 
under Avhich relatives have been 
laboring as had tho whole city, in 
fact, might come to nn end, even with 
80 mounful an anuouucemout as that 
Mrs Murray no longer lived. 

Identilication was made complete 
throught descriptions published in 
the Waukegau and Chicago news- 
papers. 

Tho Inte Mrs. Murray operated tho 
old Waukegan House for tho late 
Clanlnco Murray for some years, and 
after bis death with her husband's 
assistance managed his estate for tho 
daughter, Miss Doris. ' 

The survivors beside the grief- 
stricken husband are Mrs. Robert 
Ingalls and William Murray, togeth- 
er with the niece. Miss Doris, The 
Murrays reside in apartments . in tho 
Murray block, Madison and Genesee 
streets,

BROWE SCHOOL REUNION 



forty There Who Attended School About 
Fifty Years- Ago 

There were forty people, men ond 
women, present at the Browe school 
reunion on the bcHooI grounds- near 
Wadsworth Thursday who were pupils 
at the school fifty years ago, and near- 
Iv as many who attended forty years 
ago. 

This is believed to be the most re- 
markable record of school loyalty to 
be found in the entire country and 
possibly in the world, as the Browe 
schoor is o plain, unornamented frame 
one-roomed country school house, the 
building, the grounds, nothing like 
these creating the loyalty, but simply 
the ancient neighborly spirit in its 
purest form. 

The picnic held Thursday with all 
the old settlers attending and enjoying 
the old fashioned picnic, round of 
speef^hmaking; and general good time, 
is the nearest thing to an old settlers' 
reunion that this country ever hss or 
has ever had, and all the old timers 
flock out to the school grounds to par- 
ticipate in the merriment. 

Besides the old fashioned songs, 
dances and violin tunes, County Judge 
Persons, Attorney Peter Jorgenson, 
Corporation Counsel Arthur. Bulkley, 
and Attorney C. T. Heydecker were 
speakers. 

One of the big features of the occa- 
sion was the presence of Christian 
Schlund, now of Oak Park, whose fath- 
er, owned the ground on which the 
Browe school Is built, and who has, not 
been back in Newport town or on the 
old school grounds for sixty-five years. 
Attorney Heydecker lochted him at 
Oak Park and prevailed upon hfm to 
come to the picnic and brinsr his daugh- 
ter with him. He was overjoyed to 
meet all the old timers and made a 
short address. 

Among old timers attending were 
Roderick Ames, Rosecrans who taught 
the old school in 1868, and is the oldest 
living teacher, dating from before the 
War of the Rebellion, Isaac Winters, 
school director for over forty years, 
pnd who came to the county in 18-12, 
the same year as Mr. Ames and Samuel 
Miller, who came to the county in 1834, 
and Is the oldest settler who came here 
an adult Of this group of old men all 
are of Wrr of the Revolution stock and 
Wniter and Ames are of Mayflower 
famiUes, Ames being descended from 
Johnathan Carver, colonial governor of 
Massachusetts and Winter from the 
same Mayflower family of Winters.

Standing up in the rear end of the 
boat in an endeavor to push the craft 
from the shore into deep water, Walter 
Brevier, 22 years of age, of Chicago, 
lost his balance and fell from the boat 
into deeper water and was drowned on 
Thursday night. 

His body was recovered on Saturday 
morning, the buttom of the ri%'er being 
dragged with grappling hooke. Three 
sticks of dynamite were exploded in the 
water Friday in an endeavor to bring 
the body to the surface, but the at- 
.tempt failed. 

Brevier had been spending a few 
days at the resort on Fox River known 
as "Shorty's Place." Thursday eve- 
ning, in company with Mr, and Mrs. 
Berns, olso of Chicago, the young man 
steped into the boat to take a ride on- 
the lake up to the lotus beds. 

The boat was grounded on the shore 
and the young man arose in the stern 
of the boat and placing an oar against 
the bottom of the lake attempted to 
free the boat. 

The boat suddenly shot out into deep 
watef and young Brevier lost his bal- 
ance and fell into the water; The 
momentum carried the boat for several 
feet before it could be stopped. The 
man and the woman in the boat peered 
through the gathering darkness in an 
effort to aid the young man, but it is 
believed that he never arose to the 
surface. 

He was an accomplished swimmer 
and it is suspected that he became en- 
tangled in the weeds and never arose. 
Aid was summoned from the resort, 
and a search for the body started. 
Grappling hooys and a diver all failed 
to locate the body and Friday it was 
decided to try dynamite. '■ 

Three sticks of the explosive were 
discharged in the water, and huge 
columns of water arose high into the 
air after each detonation. But still 
they failed to dislodge the body. 

About 8 o'clock Saturday morning the 
body was found by a party of search- 
ers, who dragged the bottom with a 
pair of grappling hooks. In spite of 
the foct that the current of the river 
was swift, the body was found only 
about ten feet from the spot where 
Brevier fell. This lent credence to 
the supposition that he had become en- 
tangled in the weeds at the bottom. 
The accidental drowning took place in 
Fox Riverwhere the river flows through 
Grass Lake, into the lotus beds.

A young, mau known as James 
Tucker, accidentially shot and per- 
haps fatally injured himself, between 
the hours of nine and ten o*eIock Mon- 
day night, at the home of George 
Reushaw near Wadsworth, when he 
raised a shot gun in an attempt to 
hit Mat Meyers with the but of the 
weapon. 

Stories in regard to the affair dif- 
fer widely and the sentiment, of the 
community is about equally divided, 
some blaming Tucker alone while 
others hold that the fault was'with 
Meyers entirely. 

' One story has it that Meyers had, 
on his way past the Renshaw place, 
stopped to enquire for one of tho 
workmen who bad eariier in the dey 
been involved in a runaway, and it is 
said that at his approach ^ Tucker 
grabbed up a shotgun and ordered 
him'from the place and ivi he did not 
move fast enough to suit the other, 
Tucker raised the gun to strike him* 
with the result that tl e gun was dis-» 
charged, the charge entering Tuck- 
er's body just below the groin and 
taking an upward course. 

Anotherstory is to the effect Ihit 
Meyers who had at a previous 'time 
been involved in an affair, and al- 
though acquitted by the court, was 
looked upon with disdain by niany» 
had been forbidden to set foot upon 
the Renshaw place. But that upon 
the night in question he had stepped 
down from his wagon and it is claim- 
ed deliberately walked into the house. 
A sister of Mr, Renshaw, it is stated 
ordered him to leave and when he re- 
fused to do so. Tucker, who was in 
another room entered with the gun , 
the consequence being related above 
Drs. Jamieson of Millburn and 
Brown of Waukegan were called and 
it w;as deemed advisable to place th& 
injured man iu a hospital. He waa 
accordingly taken to Waukegan and 
at the present time his condition is 
said to be quite serious. 

Tucker is about twenty-eight years 
of age aud was employed on the Ab- 
salom Clark farm near Wadsworth. 
His presence at the Renshaw place 
was due to the fact that he had beea 
working therewith the threshing gang 
during the day.

in asparagus plantation Is started 
by the planting -of roots. These may 
bo either one or two years old. The 
one-year roots are preferable. They 
may be either grown from seed by the 
prospective planter, or purchased 
from a seeds mail. If a person de- 
cides to grow his own roots, the seed 
should bo sown In drills about one 
and a half feet apart, early In the 
spring. Since the seed germinates 
very slowly, It la wise to sow a few 
radish seeds with it mark the ro\v8 
so that cultivation may bo started be- 
fore the asparagus plants appear. 
Othen\-ise It may be difficult to And 
the aiiparagus on account of^weeds. 
An additional precaution Is to hasten 
germination by soaking the seed in 
warm water for 24 hours before plant- 
ing. The care of the asparagus seed- 
lings consists In cultivating, weeding 
and thinning, the same as onions or 
any similar crop grown in drills. The 
plants should stand about three 
Inches apart In the row. 

Whether grown from seed or pur- 
chased from n seedsman, the plants 
are usually 'set in their permanent lo- 
cation in the spring. Planting should 
lake place ns early as the ground can 
be worked to advantage. If the 
plants are grown on the premises they 
should be dug as needed for planting; 
If they have been shipped In from a 
distance, they shbuld be heeled-ln up- 
on arrival, to prevent their drying out,

and taken out only as needed. 

The soil for asparagus should bo 
rich. Land that has been heavily 
manured the preceedlng year is pre- 
ferred. I this cannot be secured, the 
land selected should be manured and 
plowed in the fall preparatory to 
spring planting. 

The field should be laid out for 
planting by making furrows either 
four or five feet apart, and from eight 
to ten inches deep. The roots are sot 
two feet apart in the bottom of the 
furrow at such a depth that the 
crowns will be five or six Inches be- 
low the level of the ground, after the 
furrows are filled. However, at the 
time of planting, the furrows are not 
completely filled, only enough dirt be- 
ing put Into sever the cfowns about 
two Inches. If covered more deeply 
at this time the plants may fail to 
grow. 

As soon ns the plants start growth 
the cultivation should begin. A culti- 
vator is used on the ridge between 



the furrows, and a hoe Id employed In 
stirring the soil close to tho plautv 
and shaving olt.any weeds that ap» 
pear In llie furrow. At each cultlva«. 
tlon and, hoeing, tho soil la worked 
toward the plants. Thus, the furiowa 
are gradually filled, so that by the 
end of tho growing season there will 
be no furrows, but the field will pror 
sent a level appearance. , . ; 

When the season's growth Is over, 
the tops are' mowed and removed 
from tho field. A dressing of manure 
may bo applied broadcast at this time 
or -early In the spring. In either case, 
the spring treatment of the field con- 
sists in disking this manure thorough- 
lyp Into tho soil before the asparagus 
starts to grow. Following this early 
spring treatment, cultivation between 
the rows 1^ begun ns soon as the 
shoots appear above ground. The 
cultivation Is continued until tho tops 
have grown so large that they mako 
it inconvenient to get between the 
rows with a horse. Late In the fall, 
the tops are removed and a dressing 
of manure applied, either at that time 
or In the spring, the same as in the 
preceding year. 

In tho spring of the third year, -that 
Is, two full year after the asparagus- 
is planted, a light crop of shoots may 
be cut, but under no consideration 
should tho cutting continue for more 
than three weeks, for excessive cut- 
ting from a plantation of this ago 
would 'seriously weaken tho plants 
and might result in tho permanent In- 
jury of the plantation. 

The principal cultivation of an as- 
paragus field the third year, and each 
succeeding year, consists of a thoi^ 
ough disking before growth starts In 
tho spring, and another equally thor- 
ough disking or very shallow plowing 
at tho close of tho cutting season. At 
soon as the shoots start after' this 
treatment, the cultivator is run be- 
tween the rows. Usually tho planta- 
tion can be cultivated two or threo 
times before the tops become so largo 
Efl to prevent further tillage. 

To maintain an asparagus planta- 
tion In full productiveness through a 
series of years, It is essential that It 
rpcelvo a top dressing of manure 
evtiry year. The manure may-bo ap- 
plied at such a time that it can be 
worked Into the soil before growth 
starts following Its application. K ap- 
plied in the fall, it la disked Into tho 
ground tho following spring. It may 
be applied In the spring Immediately 
before the early disking, or nt the 
close of the cuttlns season. All three 
methods are successf plly employed In 

this state. 

As already Intimated, an asparagus 
plantation may be seriously Injured 
by continuing cutting too late In the 
season. This applies to an old plan- 
iRtlon as well as a new one. although 
the cutting in a well established plan- 
tatlon in full vigor may continue for 
six weeks without seriously impairing, 
the vigor of the plants. If cutting la 
continued for eight weeks, ns Is the 
practice with some gi-owers, the 
shoots in tho Inst cuttings are likely 
to bo small. Indicating the Impaired 
vigor of tho plants; and If cutting Is 
continued after tho small shoots be- 
come numerous^ tho bad effect of this 
late cutting is likely to be evident in 
the small size of the shoots durlnQ 
the entire cutting season the next 
year. The plants must bo given time 
after the close of tho cutting season 
to make a vigorous growth of top, and 
store up food In their roots for the 
production of the next yenr's crop 
The most serious mistake made b5 
commercial asparagus growers la Ic 
cutting their plantations too late.

SERUWl TREATMENT 
FOR HOG CHOLERA 



BY PROF. WM. DIETRICH. 
University of Illinois. 
Hog cholera Is a disease due to filt- 
erable virus. It has been shown that 
blood serum from a cholera hog will 
retain Its Infectiousness after being 
passed through a porcelain filter. This 
seems to show that the germ» if such 
it he, which causes hog cholera Is ex- 
ceedingly small. Besides being a germ 
disease, hog cholera is very Infec- 
tious as well OS contagion^. This dis- 
ease has also been called a corn belt 
disease. It Is a -well known fact that 
many sections of the country outside

of tho corn belt have never ^^^^ ^^ ^_ 

known to have hog cholera. Further- ^fg^ofYiifs It pan readily be seen that 



prevention of cholera. This work was 
started within the last two years and 
during the past winter not enough 
serum was available to treat all the 
hogs that werethus affected. 

-There are two methods of using this 
serum— the serum alone method and 
tho serum simultaneous method. By 
the former tho pig is injected with a 
given' quantity of this serum, depend- 
ing upon its size. In order to get the 
best results the experts who have de- 
veloped this serum say It should be 
used prior to and at least within four 
days after the time the hog has been 
exposed to the disease. In practice 
there seems to be some evidence 
pointing to the fact that It might bo 
effective If used later than at this 
time. Such vaccination Is supposed to 
render hogs Immune to cholera for a 
period of from two. to six weeks. In

more, it Is believed that hogs In a high 
state of vitality In the corn belt will 
not contract cholera except they be 
very young, very fat, or temporarily 
off In condition. 

The reason that hogs outside of the 
corn belt are not usually affected with 
cholera Is believed to be due to the 
fact that tho grains other than corn 
which nro used largely usually con- 
tains more protelji and more mineral 
matter than docs corn. Furthermore, 
a greater variety is produced. All 
this helps to make a better and more 
evenly balanced ration for swine and 
keeps these animals In a better state 
of health, consequently a higher de- 
gree of vitality. In this condition they 
are more resistant to dlseasoi 

Such being the Indications, It seems 
that the ultimate means of prevention 
of l*g cholera will bo proper feeding. 
This, of course, means not only proper 
feeding for the time being, but for a 
sufilclent number of generations so as 
to build up a race of strong and vigor- 
ous swine. Since this cannot be done 
immediately It emphasizes the neces- 
sity and Importance of the govern- 
ment hog. cholera serum which has 
■recently been developed for the pre- 
vention of this disease. 

As Is quite generally known tho 
state of Illinois, through the Illinois 
Uvo stock commission at Springfield, 
Is manufacturing and distributing this 
serum to tho citizens of Illinois for the 



the serum alone method Is not always 
efi'cctlve. The vaccination may bo 
done too Inte or after the time tho 
hogs have been exposed sufficiently 
long so that it will have no material 
effect. Furthermore, the hogs may bo 
vaccinated properly, which will render 
them Immune for the timo being and 
the disease germs n>ay be on the farm 
longer and cause an outbreak of tho 
disease after the effects of this vacci- 
nation will have passed over, in.siich 
a case the herd should be vaccinated a 
second time. 

With the serum simultaneous meth- 
od, the serum Is Injected into the hog 
along with a given quantity of viru- 
lent hog cholera serum. By this means 
the hog is rendered Immune, for a 
much longer time, presumably from 
eight months to a year, nnd posBlbly 
even for life. Since this method pre- 
supposes the use of some virulent hog 
cholera serum It must necessarily bo 
used with a great deal of care and by 
an experienced operator. In tho 
process of vaccination the serum Is 
usuafiy injected directly Into tile 
fleshy part of tho ham on the Inside, 
well up tp^yard the body. 

With further appropriations by the 
state IcgisJnture the Illinois live stock 
commission will bo able to prnduco 
serum enough to combat this disease 
properly and help to oxtormluate It 
from tho land. 



Washington. — A tabulation of the 
progress of legislation at the session 
of congress just ended fully JustlUoB 
all tho predictions made at the 
beginning of the session last April to 
tile effect that the danger to the en- 
tire legislative program lay primarily 
In the senate. While the president 
called the session to meet solely lor 
the purpose of parsing the Canadian 
reciprocity bill, it was readily recog- 
nized at the outset that the legisla- 
tion of congress would not be con- 
fined to that one item. 

The progress of legislation through 
boUi houses of congress during the 
session plainly indicates that by far 
the greater portion of the delays has 
been tho fault of the senate.

_ During the past ten years the number of 
bananas consumed in the United States has 
more than doubled, and the increased tropical 
acreage under cultivation assures even more 
startling flgures for the next decade. Many 
European countries are importing large auanU- 
ties of bananas; last year Great Britain con- 
sumed over $8,000,000 worth, Germany, over 
$1,000,000, and Prance, ?500,000. 

With the world's decreasing food supply, and 
the wheat crop at a standBtill, the banana comes 
forward as an Important factor in saving the 
<lay. One acre with little labor will annually 
produce 17,000 pounds of bananas, or more than 
one and one-third times as much food substiince 
na an acre of com, two and one-third times as 
much as oats, almost three times as much per 
acre as wheat and potatoes, and four times as 
much as rye. The chemical composition of ba- 
nanas and potatoea Is almost Identical. 






from $10 to $20 per acre yearly. The net profit, 
however, averages about $50 per acre in the 
various banana producing sections.- The banana 
often grows in combination with other products. 
In some cases It is used as a shade for young 
coffee plants. 
A great many people are of the opinion that 

' the banana would be much better if it was al- 
lowed to ripen on the plant, but this is not the 
cose. Such fruit is strong In flavor,' does not 
mature to perfection, and the skin breaks, at- 

■■ trncjlng numerous Insects, while the weight of 
the bunch Itself becomes too great for the plant, 
eltlier one or both coming to the ground. Tho 
bunches are cut when the fruit Is one-half to 
three-quarters matured, though Btlll green and 
as hard as nalls.j It continues to feed from the 
cut stalk, which contains a great amount of 
sap, uiail fully ripe. Should the cutting occur 
too B,oon, however, tho fruit, although turning 

■' yellow, will never attain the perfect flavor. 

With tho cutting of tho bunch ends the life 
of the plant, for It bears but once and Is usual- 
ly cut down to obtain the fruit, or succumbs a 

, few days later to the cleaning process, which la 
merely the bringing of a spent piece to the 
ground. Cutting the fruit Itself Involves tho 
only careful labor on the banana plantation, as 
the bunches weigh from fifty to sixty pounds, 
arid even slight knocks are followed by bruised 
spots, under whicluthe fruit quickly ripens and 
decays. However, by the liberal use of dried 
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Forty years ago there were very few people In 
this country who could boast of having seen a 
bunch of bananas. Tho fruit was practically un- 
known. Now, In even tho most remote country 
store, thla "pride of the tropics" Is a familiar 
BlgUL 

Despite the fact that millions of bunches are 
consumed, they belong nlmoat wholly to one 
member of tho family, tho common yellow 
Guinea 

Scientists have recognized and claaslfled ns 
many as 40 different species, ranging from the 
ornamental groups that do not develop fruit, to 
the giant bananas, the Platano of the Spaniards. 
The red banana is not common In tho Ameri- 
can markets. In the United States it Is used 
only to "dress" fancy baskots of fruit, but In 
the tropical countries It, Is quite a favorite, Tho 
Individual banana is largo, but tho stalk does 
not carry as many "hands" as the yellow varie- 
ties, BO as it does not bring as large a price to 
tho grower and wholosnler, its extensive cultiva- 
tion Is not encouraged. 

Banana culture Is one of tho oldest of Indus- 
tries. It has been known since tho origin of 
the human race. Long before the dawn of his- 
tory In the old world, perhaps long before the 
old world rose from tho waters, man lived on 
the fruit of the Musas. The banana was gen- 
erally considered a native of southern Asia, 
and to have been carried Into America by 
Europeans, until Humboldt threw, doubt upon 
Its purely Asiatic origin, quoting early authors 
who asBorted that the banana was cultivated 
In America long before tho conquest. It Ja 
claimed that nt tho time of the Inpas In Pom, 
bananas formed one of tho staple foods of tho 
natives of the warm and temperate regions of 
the Montana. In spite of tho uncertainty as 
to just which country may claim the fruit oa 
Indigenous, all tropical lands assort their right 
to it. 

The first importation of bananas to tho 
United States occurred in 1804, when tho 
Bctiopnor Reynard, on a voyngo from Cuba, 
brought into New York, as a coinm'erciar ven- 
ture, a consignment of 30 bunchea; but tho ' 
real beginning of the, trade dates back to 18G6,, 
when Mr. Charles Prank undertook the . im- 
porthlibu of fruit from Colon to Now York. 
Previous to that venture small cargoes con- 
sisting mainly of the red banana Imd been re* 
celved at Irregular Intervhls froni Cuba. In 
1870, Captain' Baker, an owner of a Capo Cod 
Bcbobner, took a charter to carry gold miners 
and machinery 300 miles up the Orinoco river 
In Venezuela. After discharging his cargo,.. 
Captain Baker ran Into Jamaica to secure 
some cocoanuts as ballast to Now York, carry- 
ing a few bunches of bananas on the deck as 
an experiment The result promised a great 
future for the Industry on that Island, which 
has pcen fulflllcd, tho exports lost year reach- 
ing H.000,000. 

On tho American continent, bananas are sue* 
ccssfuUy grown through BO degrecB of latitude, 
from Tampico, Mexico, 25 degrees north, to 
Asuncion In Paraguay, in tho, Tropic of Capri- 
corn, 25 degrees south— a bolt over 3,000 miles , 
<iL width. Cultivation of tho fruit lo practical-

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ly restricted to tho eastern coast line, for tho 
banana Is one of the thirstiest of plants, and 
cannot' bo expected to produce Us maximum 
amount of fruit in districtB where there are 
less than 100 inches of annual rainfall. Un- 
fortunately for humanity, great areas of the 
land' lying within this belt nro high, dry and 
sterile, while others are sandy or rocky, so 
only a small fraction is so located that banana 
growing can bo made proHtable. Tho altitude 
must not Invito danger of frost, and high tem- 
perature Ib neceasary for the growth. The 
southern coast of tho Mexican gulf, tho Puerto 
Barrios section of Guatemala, . the Puerto 
Cortes district of Honduras, the Puerto LIraon 
district of CoBta- Rica, the Blueflelds district of 
Nicaragua, tho'Bocas del Torro region of Pan- 
ama, the Colombian province of Santa Marta, 
and certain portions of Cuba, Jamaica, the Do- 
minican Republic, Haiti and Diitch Guiana, all 
combine tho favored elomonts of soil and cli- 
mate. 

The plant has two natural enemlep-rrtho 
gopher an' the wind storm— but against nl- 
moat all jther tropical conditions its hardi- 
hood Ib remarkable. 

It is a matter of common observation that 
the banana Is absolutely BecdiesB, cultivation 
through Innumcrablo 'generations having- led 
to a vegetable method of propagation. Some 
of the primitive seed-bearing varieties are 
still said to exiBt In Isolated regions of tho far 
east. 

• Tho first stop toward cultivation Is tho clear- 
ing of the land. Into tho tangle of shrubs and 
vines and the thick snarl of tropical vegeta- 
tion ^the laborer comes with an nx and 
"macacto" and cuts low everything but the 
giant trees. When all of the small timber and 
brush has been felled planting Is commenced. 

Young shoots aro obtained from a plantn' 
lion already in bearing und these are placed In 
rows about 12 feet apart. When the planting 
Is llnlshed, tho only labor necessary Is to keep 



down the weeds and care- 
fully clean tho ground 
about tho the root of each 
stalk. 

The banana plant will 
grow with wonderful rap- 
idity under favorablo cir- 
cumstances. ' In fact, the 
development from a new- 
ly planted sucker to tho 
plant in full bearing Is 
simply short of marvel- 
ous. Within a space of 
six or seven weeks the 
two or threo foot plant 
has more than doubled In 
size, and a month dr so 
later tho leaves cease to 
unfold and a spike ap- 
pears out of tho center of 
tho crown. This Is tho fu- 
ture stalk of the bunch 
and carries a huge red 
blossom at the end. It 
develops rapidly, continually bending more and 
more until in a short time It has turned com- 
pletely upon itself. 80 that tho bananas grow 
end up or In a position the reverse of which 
they arc usually hung. Prom seven to twelve 
mouths after tho blossom appears the fruit 
Is ready for tho gatherer. At Irregular Inter- 
valB along tho entire stalk, and only extending 
part of ihe way round at any one place, the 
bracts break forth tiny ridges of flowers — 
which aro almost immediately replaced by 
nine to twelve embryo bananas. The&o are 
the future "hands',' of the bunch, so called on 
account of their resemblance to those mem- 
bers when held in a certain position. * 

Tho banana has a curious and prodigal meth- 
od of propagation, for before tlie parent stalk 
and fruit have matured new ones spring up. 
Those are offshoots that grow from," the root of 
the original planting, resembling sprouts from 
the "eyes" of a potato, and each' In turn bfr 
comes a parent stalk with Its fmlf It follows 
that unlcBs most of the continually appearing 
new jilants are cut out (which is thq practice) 
the ftrflt-fltalk In a few years will become the 
center of !il miniature Jungle. The plants grow 
to a height of from fifteen to thirty-five feet, 
spreading In all directions, until tho soil la 
overburdened with' an enormous mass of stalk 
and. leaf growth, and stunted fruit Is produced.\ 
In planting for the market about 200 hills are 
allowed to tho acre. Sometlmep the number 
can be safely Increased to 225, In which case 
there will be 500 stalks. However, after one 
year all of these stalks do not produce a mar- 
ketable bunch of bananas, and . tho average 
yield la not over 300 full bunches to tlie aero 
por annum. 

Perry, tho well-known authority on bananas. 
eatlmntos that a grower can produce a bunch 
for from teu to fifteen cents, which will have 
a market value of 30 cents. The cost of pro- 
ducing after the first crop Is conflnod to culti- 
vating and harvesting, which may be done for 
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banana leaves the fruit Is safely brought to tho 
rallroada. * 

Bananas grown for the market aro planted, 
as a rule, on the border of navigable waters 
Plantations are divided into sectlonB or zones 
of about ton to twenty miles In length, and tho 
zones are '/cut" In rotation, thereby cleaning up 
the available supply of fruit In one or several 
sections while It is maturing in others. 

In Coata Rica the syBtcm which has been 
evolved for handling the fruit from the time It 
is cut from the plant until it is placed on the 
dealer's little stand In the far interior cities of 
the United States Is indeed marvelous. 

When a steamer starts from a United States 
port to secure Its cargo a cable Is sent advising 
of the departure, so that preparations can be 
made for cutting the crop. The carrying ca- 
pacity of tho vessel Ib known almost to a bunch. 
Each plantation manager furnishes at the be- 
ginning of the week an estimate of the amount 
of fruit ho can cut, and one, two. or three flec- 
tions may be called upon, according to the size 
of the ship and the quantity of fruit available 
In each Bectlon. About thlrty-slx hours previ- 
ous to tho expected arrival of tho steamship oi^ 
dors are sent to the plantations, notifying 
them to cut fruit for delivery on a specific date. 
;i'he day before tho Bteamer Is due trains are 
made up and sent out to pick up the fruit, theso 
trains being so timed that steamers will not bo 
delayed w,altlng for cargo. 

On the morning of the cutting, the plantation 
is all astir. First out are the "cutters." who 
go up and down the long avenues of banana 
plants, closely Inspecting each hanging bunch. 
In cutting the fruit long lances are used, palm 
poles armed with broad steel blades. The stalk 
of the tall plant is half severed at a point about 
eight feet above tho ground. The weight of tho 
fruit causes the top of tho plant to. bend slowly 
to tho earth, where the bunch Is cut from tho 
stem by a stroke of tho machete. Following 
tho cutters come tho picklng-up gangs, who de- 
liver the fruit nt the receiving platforms along 
the railroad track. An inspector watches tho 
fruit ns it la passed into tho cars. He counts 
and grades each bunch, rejecting those that 
show Bigna of ripening ond those that are un- 
dorBlzod or bruised. 

After , cargoes are discharged in tho ' United 
States, solid trains of banana cars rub as "spe- 
cials" every day In tho week from New, York, 
Baltimore and Now Orleans to all of tho large 
cities of tho country. Carloads aro even shipped 
to Calgary, Canada, over 2,000 miles from Now 
Orleans. 

The front vontllators of tho forward cars of 
these trains, and the rear ventilators of the 
Ittflt cars, aro connected by means of canvas 
tubes run into a main trunk chute. A powerful 
exhaust draws off the heat thrown out by tho 
fruit In Us ripening l)roceBS, and tho fans cir- 
culate cold air through every car in tho train 
^uring the winter months tho operation is ro- 
versod, and fruit in transit during very cold 
weather is warmed while proceeding to ita 
destination.

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An Ordinance Entitled 

An ordinance providing for the con- 
'struction of a cement sidewalk on a 
portion of Harden street in the Village 
of Antioch, County of Lake and State 
of Illinois. 

Be It Ordained by the President and 
Board of Trustees of the Village of An- 
tioch, in the County of Lake and State 
of Illinois. 

Section 1. That a cement or concrete 
sidewalk shall be constructed in the 
said Village of Antioch. in the County 
of Lake and State of Illinois, which 
said sidewalk shall bo constnicted on 
the location and grade as hereinafter 
specified, and according to the specifi- 
cations hereinafter contained, and shall 
be laid under the supervision of the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys of 
said Village. 

Said side walk shall be uniformly 
four (4) feet in breadth, and shall be 
paid for (unless constructed by the 
owner of the abbutting real estate as 
herein provided), wholly by Special 
Taxation on the tract or tracts, lot 
or lots, or parcels of land along the 
front or street line of which a side 
walk is herein ordered laid, according 
to the frontage of said tract or tracts 
of land, along the front or street line 
of which sidewalk is herein ordered. 



LOCATION. 

Section 2. Said side ^valk shall 
be constructed on the north side 
of Harden street in said Village of 
Antioch, commencing sixty-six (66) 
feet east of the east street line of 
Victoria street, said point of commence- 
ment being two tenths feet west of the 
west line of lot nine (9) in block one 
(1) in Harden's Addition, extending 
thence east sixty-six {oQ) feet, to a 
point which is two (2) tenth* feet west 
of the east line of said to: nine (9) in 
block one (1) in Harden's Addition 
aforesaid. As its west end, the inside 
edge of said walk, shall be three (3) 
tenths feet south of the north street 
line of Harden street, and from there 
east said walk shall gradually incline 
towards the south, so that at its east 
end said walk shall be 7-10 feet south 
of the north line of Harden street* 

GRADE 

Section 3. The grade of said walk 
shall be as follows; at the west end its 
top surface on the inside edge shall be 
11S.21 feet above Village Datum, and 
from thence said walk shall gradually 
rise towards its east end till a grade of 
120.69 feet above Village Datum shall 
be reached at the east end, so that the 
grade of the lop surface of said walk 
on the inside edge at its east end shall 
be 120.69 feet above Village Datum. 

SPECIFICATION. 

Section 4. Said sidewalk shall be 
laid uniformly four feet in breadth, and 
shall be constructed as follows: A sub- 
foundation shall first be prepared, by 
cutting down or filling up the surface 
of the ground to a sub-grade, which 
shall be ten (10) inches below the final 
side walk grade. Wherever filling is 
necessary to bring the foundation to 
sub-grade, such filling shall be compos- 
ed of earth, or other material equally 
as good for filling purposes, free from 
animal or vegetable matter, ■ which 
must be compacted by wetting, rolling 
or tamping nntil solid or un\'ielding. 
Soft and spongy places, not affording a 
firm foundation must be dug out, and 
filled with earth, or other material 
equally as ^ood for filling purposes. 
free from animal or vegetable matter, 
and thoroughly compacted. Upon such 
sub-foundation shall be placed a layer 
of clean cinders or grave, which after 
being flooded with water, and thorough- 
ly tamped shall have a uniform depth 
of six inches. Upon the cinder or 
gravel foundation thus prepared the 
concrete shall be evenly spread, as soon 
as mixed, in a layer of such depth, that 
after having been thoroughly compact- 
ed by tamping until free mortar ap- 
pears upon the surface it shall not be 
lesB than three and one half (3!^) inches 
thick, and the upper surface shall be 
parallel with, and one half inch below 
the finished surface of the walk. Such 
concrete shall consist of one part ce- 
ment, equal in quality to the best Port- 
land Cement to 2 parts of clean torpedo 
sand, free from dust, dirt, loam or 
other foreign substances, and of sizes 
ranging from one-eighth of an inch 
down to the finest, and three parts of 
clean gravel or crushed lime stone, all 
of which shall be free from dust, loam, 
dirt or other foreign substances, and of 
sizes measuring not less than one 
fourth of an inch or more than one 
inch in diameter. The cement and 
sand shall be thoroughly mixed dry, 
after which It shall be moistened with 
water and made into a stilf mortar. 
The gravel shall be first sprinkled with 
water, then incorporated into the mor- 
tar, and the whole mass thoroughly 
mixed together. Upon the con;rete 
base shall be placed the second or finish- 
ing layer, which shall be one-half inch 
thick, composed of two parts of Port- 
land Cement of the same brand and 
quality used for the concrete base, one 
part of clean torpedo sand, free from 
dust, loam, dirt or other foreign sub- 
stances, and of sizes ranging from one 
eighth of an inch down to the finest: 
two parts of clean torpedo gravel, free 
from dust, loam and dirt or other for- 
eign substances, and of sizes ranging 
from one fifth of an inch down to one 
eighth of an inch, all of which shall be 
thoroughly mixed dry, after which it 
shall be moistened with water and made 
into mortar, and put on before the ce- 
ment base has commenced to set, and 
floated and troweled sufficiently to re- 
move all air bubbles, after which it 
shall be brushed over, so as to give the 
completed walk a rough and even sur- 
face. The cement to be used shall be 
finely ground, not less than 92 per cent 
passing through a sieve of one hundred 
meshes to the lineal inch and 75 per 
cent through a sieve of two hundred 
meshes to the lineal inch. Said side* 
walk shall be divided into blocks uni- 
form in size, as near four (4) feet in 
len^h as possible, but in no case to 
be more than five (5) feet nor less than 
three (S) feet run way length. Said 
sections or blocks shall be separated 
from each other by a straight perpindi- 
cular seam, and so constructed that no 
-portion of the cement, concrete or top 
finish in any block shall in away manner 
adhere or to any adjacent block or sec- 
tion. Saia walk shall be BO construct- 
ed that there shall be a fall of one 
fourth of an inch to one foot from the 
inside or property edge thereof to the 
outside or street edge thereof. 

Section 6. The said sidewalk shall 
be wholly paid for by special taxation 
of the lot, lots, blocks or tracts of 
land touching upon the line where such 
sidewalk is so ordered, according to 
the frontage of such lot, lots, blocks 
or tracts of land along the front' or 



street line of which sidewalk is herem 
ordered constructed, and the owner or 
owners thereof are hereby required to 
construct said walk or walks in accord- 
ance with the specifications herein re- 
cited, within thirty days after receiv- 
ing notice of the passage and publica- 
tion hereof, and in default of any own- 
er or owners of any lot, lots or parcels 
of land along the front or street line of 
which a sidewalk is herein ordered con- 
structed to construct the said sidewalk 
or sidewalks within thirty (30) days 
after notice or passage and publication 
hereof, then the said material shall be 
furnished, and the said sidewalk or 
sidewalks shall be constructed by the 
Village of Antioch, and the whole cost 
thereof shall be collected by Special 
Taxation on said lot, lots, blocks or 
parcels of land, according to the front- 
age as above set fourth, and in accord- 
ance with an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of llHnois entitled, '*An Act 
to amend Sections 1, 2, 3, 4. 5 and 6 of 
an Act to provide additional means for 
the construction of sidewalks in Cities, 
Towns and Village/' Passed May 18th, 
1905. and it is hereby made the duty of 
the Village Marshal or Street Commis- 
sioner to make or cause to he made a 
bill of the cost of such sidewalk or 
sidewalks so constructed showing in 
separate items the cost of grading, 
constructing, materials and supervision, 
together with a list of the lot, lots, 
or tracts of land touching on the line 
of such sidewalks, the name or names 
of the parties who paid the last general 
taxes on tha respective lot, lots or 
tracts of land, and the amount of front- 
age of the said lot, lots, or tracts of 
land along the front or street line of 
which a sidewalk is so built, and he 
shall proceed to prepare a special tax 
list against the said lot. lots or tracts 
of land, in front or which* or touching 
upon which said sidewalk has not been 
constructed by the owners thereof as 
herein provided, ascertaining by 
computation the amount of 
special taxes to be charged against 
each of said lots or tracts of land on 
account of the construction of said side- 
walk, according to the frontage, which 
Special Tax Lists shall be filed in the 
office of said ofiicer, and said officer shall 
thereon issue warrants, directed to the 
Village Collector for the collection of 
the amount of SpecialTax so ascertained 
and appearing from.said special tax 
lists, to be due from the respective lot, 
lots or parcels of land touching on the 
line of said sidewlak, and such . ofllicer 
shall proceeded to collect such war- 
rants as provided by law. 

Section 6. Within five days after 
the passage of this ordinance the Vil- 
lage Clerk shall send a notice mailed to 
the person or persons who paid the gen- 
eral taxes for the last year in which 
taxes were paid of the passage of this 
ordinance, and said owner shall have 
thirty days thereafter in which to con- 
struct said walk, but the same must be 
constructed in accordance with the 
specifications herein contained, and 
snail be constructed under the super- 
vision of the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys of said Village. .

publication hereof, then the said mater- 
ial shall be furnished, and the said side- 
walk or sidewalk shall be constructed 
by the Village of Antioch, and the 
whole cost thereof shall be collected by 
Special Taxation on the said lot, lots, 
blocks or paroela of land according to 
the frontage, as above set forth, and 
in accordance with and Act of the Leg- 
islature of the SUte of Illinois, entitled 
"An Act to amend Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 
and G of an Act to provide additional 
means for the construction of sidewalks 
in Cities, Towns and Villages," passed 
May 18th, 1905. And it is hereby made 
the duty of the Village Marshal or 
Street Commissioner to make or cause 
to be made a bill of the cost of such 
sidewalk or sidewalks so constructed, 
showing in separate items the cost of 
grading, construction, materials and 
supervision, together with a list of the 
lot, lots, blocks or tracts of land touch- 
ing on the line of such sidewalk, the 
name or names of the parties who paid 
the last general taxes on the respective 
lot, lots, or tracis of land along tho front 
or street line of which a sidewalk is so 
built, and he shall proceed to prepare a 
Special Tax List against the said lot, 
lots or tracts of land in front of which, 
or touching upon which said sinewolk 
has not been constructed by the owner 
thereof aa herein provided, ascertain- 



ing by computation the amount of Spec- 
ial Taxes to be charged against each of 
said lots or tracts of land on account of 
the constructiou of said sidewalk ac- 
cording to the frontage; which Bpecial 
tax lists shall be filed in the office of 
said officer. And said officer shall 
thereupon issue warrants directed to 
the Village (Collector, for the collection 
of the amount of Special Tax so ascer- 
tained and appearing from said Special 
Tax Lists to be due from the respective 
lot, lots or tracts of land touching on the 
line of said sidewalk. And such officer 
shall proceed to collect such warrants 
as provided by law. 

Section 6. Within five (5) days after 
the passage of this ordinanca the Vil- 
lage Clerk shall send a notice, rolled 
to the person or persons who paid the 
general taxes for the last year in which 
taxes were paid of the passage of this 
ordinanco. and said owner shall have 
thirty (80) days thereafter in which to 
construct said side walk: But the 
same must be constructed in accord- 
ance with the specificationa herein con- 
tained, and shall bo constructed under 
the supervision of the (Jotnmittee on 
Streets and Alleys of said Villace. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall be in 
force from and after its passage, ap- 
proval and publication.

CHICAGO FIRM GAVE CLEW 



Cabinet Members Makes Public Steno- 
graphic Reports of Congressional 
Hearing — Declares Government Is 
Defrauded "Right and Left." 

Washington. — Secretary of the 
Treasury MacVengh In a document 
made public tells some romarkablo 
Tevolatlons made by hls'depnrtment in 
eradicating many gigantic frauds from 
the United States customs service and 
the assistance given him by business 
llrms and citizens. 

The document la a stenographic 
record of a l>earing in which Mr. 
JVIacVeagh testilled before the house 
commlttoo on expenditures In the 
treasury department. 

The tremendous cleaning up of 
frauds In the customs service which 
tile secretary has accomplished was 
briefly sketched for the benollt of the 
committee. Most of these instances 
never became public. More than 
$500,000 In fines and penalties was 
collected from English woolen manu- 
facturers and American Importers. 

The Panama hat frauds were dis- 
covered through Information given 
3\Ir, IMacVeagh by Marshall Field & 
Co. This firm imported its first lot 
of Panama hots a year and a half 
ago. They were passed through the 
Chicago customs house on the con- 
sular Invoice. 

Shortly afterward the Arm received 
a second Invoice showing a 50 iKjr 
cent, higher valuation. A cabled In- 
quiry to Peru brou^t the information 
that the llrm was to pay for the hats 
on the second Invoice, the first being 
for customs duty purposes solely, and 
the message added: "What every- 
body does." 

The Chicago firm then presented 
the second Inxolce at th e custom 
house and paid the full duty. 
■ The secretary said that hitherto 
not only sugar but every other kind 
of merchandise had been nnderwelght- 
ed at New York and the "government 
heavily defrauded right and left." 

"There was a tremendous amount 
of corruption there." he said, "and on 
the passenger docks. That is the 
reason wo had to take up the question 
of passenger baggage. I do not care 
much about passenger baggage — I got 
abused for it all over the country. 
But the real reason why we reformed 
the passenger baggage abuse was 
that If you should let the outrageous 
conditions on the passenger docks 
remain It would be hopeless to try to 
rehabilitate th« rest of the service. 

"Of course, that passenger smug- 
gling was the wost conspicuous thing 
among the customs frauds. It was 
notoriously bad, dishonest, and cor- 
rupt."

George Peace Factor. 



London. — The railway men- through- 
out the kingdom arc returning to 
their work, and It Is hoped within a 
few days to have the great transit 
system working under normal condi- 
tions. 

The cabinet had been working 
night and day since the strike was 
threatened to arrange a compromise 
between the railway managers and 
their employes. Most of the credit 
for the ultimate success of their ef- 
forts appears to rest upon the shoul- 
ders of David Lloyd-Goorgc. chancel- 
lor of the excheriuor, who, In his state- 
ments to parliament and In an inter- 
view with the managers and the men, 
•worked for conciliation when all 
others of the Interested parties 
Beemed to have given it up, 

A Joint committee of five membors, 
composed of two repreBentativca of 
the railway companies, two of the 
men and a non-partisan chairman, 
"Will be appointed Tuesday to Invea- 
tigate the workings of the concilia- 
tion act of 1907, which the men claim 
la the root of all their grievances. 



Leaders View Jaunt as f^ost Impor- 
tant Politically He Has 
Mapped Out. 

Washington.— Plans for President 
Taft*s coming trip through the west 
and to the Pacific coast practically 
are completed. 

The journey will he almost as ex- 
tensive as that taken by the president 
on his famous "swing around the cir- 
cle" in 1909, when he traveled more 
than 13.000 miles and visited 33 states. 
He will break ground for the Panama 
canal exposition at San Francisco. 
make many addresses and attempt to 
scale the 14,000 feet of Mount Raln- 
ler's precipitous slope. 

According to the present arrange- 
ment the president will be gone six 
weeks. In that time It Is expected 
that he will make close to 200 speech- 
es from platform from the rear end 
of bis private car and at other places 
not on the regular schedule. 

Republican leaders look upon the 
trip as the most Important politically 
the president has mapped out since ho 
entered the White House. He will go 
through all the states in the west in 
which they recognize the domination 
of the progressive Republicans who 
are counted on to oppose his renoml* 
nation next year. 

The president probably will . leave 
Beverly September 12, returning east 
about November 1. He will go west 
through Iowa, Kansas, Kehrnska. 
Colorado and Nevada to the coast. 
Mo.st of the big cities In these states, 
including Des Moines. Kansas City. 
Omaha, Denver and Salt Lake, will be 
visited, but the plans for the trip con- 
template stops at scores of smaJler 
places. 

From California the president will 
go north to Portland and Seattle. 
Three days are to be spent In Waah- 
Ington state, and the route eastward 
will allow him to stop In Idaho. Mon- 
tana, the Dakotas and Minnesota.

An effort was made in tho 
house of representatives to overrUlo 
his veto of the wool blU. It failed. 
227 to 129. 

Immediately afterward tho presl- 
dcnt'H veto of the farmers' free list 
bin was received from the White 
House, and after a forty minutes' de- 
bate that mcasuro also failed to pass 
over the executive disapproval by a 
vote of 22G to 127. 

It requires a two-thirds mojority to 
pass a measure over n veto. 

While the house was having highly 
excltlug times over tho tariff Issue in 
Its latest and most sensational phase 
the senate was disposing of the now 
Joint statehood resolution, which 
makes the elimination of the Judicial 
recall In the Arizona constitution a 
prerequisite to the admission of that 
territory Into the Union. Tho resolu- 
tion was passed. after four hours' de- 
bute by a vote of 53 to 8. 

Concluding a day of momentous hap- 
penings, the Democrats of the house 
ways and means committee decided 
In favor of accepting tho senate addi- 
tions to the cotton revision bill. 

The lending feature of the day was 
the unsuccessful attempt to pass the 
wool bill over President Taft's veto, 
and next to that tho president's veto 
message In which ho me'rcilesaly re- 
flected on tho lawmakers for the slip- 
shod methods pursued In framing and 
passing the free-list measure. 

In vetoing the wool bill tho presi- 
dent declared that no action should 
be taken until the tariff board had an 
opportunity to present Its report Ho 
eald : 

"If thcBO ever was a schedule that 
needed consideration and InvestlKa* 
tlon and elaborate explanation by ex- 
perts before Us amendment, It Is 
schedule K. 

"But I havp no sufficient data upon 
which I can Judge how schedule K 
ought to be amended br how Us rotes 
ought to be reduced In order that the 
new bill shall furnish tho proper 
meaBuro of protection and no morfl. 
Nor have I sources of Information 
which satisfy mo that that bill pre- 
sented to mo for signature will accon^ 
nllsh this result" 



Steel Corporation and tho Panic of 
1907," former Freeldcut Roosevelt dis- 
cusses his recent appearance before 
the congressional committee Investi- 
gating tho steel corporation, repeating 
tho written statement ho then pre- 
sented and after dealing with some 
of the lines of Inquiry and his re- 
sponses he says:

ditioned, not upon what I believed to 
be the motives actuating tho steel 
corporation, but upon the belief that 
tho action which thoy proposed taking 
would bo enormously to tho benefit of 
the community at largo at that par- 
ticular moment. '■

CHAPTER IV.

tlon, a fighter by Instinct, and bo long 
accustomed to danger that tho excite- 
ment of It merely put now flro Into his 
veins. Now that he understoo(i exact- 
ly what tbreatenod, all numbing feel- 
ing of hesitancy and doubt vanished, 
and ho became instantly alive. He 
would not He there In that hole wait- 
ing for the formation of a mob; nor 
would ho trust In tho ability of tho 
marshal to defend him.
